Report of the Budget Committee 


To the voters of the town of Gorham: 

The Budget Committee respectfully submits the following re- 
port and recommendations: 

As has been the usual custom, the committee has held we>kly 
meetings, due notice of which were posted in the Post Office and to 
which all persons were cordially invited. 

We shall attempt no lengthy report fully believing that con- 
fusion and indifference are thereby encouraged, but confine our- 
selves to a brief and concise statement of the conditions as we 
find them. Tata 

The several appropriations have been carefully considered and 
while’ there will be’ an increase in the tax rate, all the items re- 
commended: seem necessary and expedient. We are engaged in a 
world war the financial‘outcome of which is uncertain and it lias 
been our purpose to utilize all the available resources on hand an14 
recommend that those appropriations of former years for specific 
improvements be now diverted to other and more urgent purposes:, 
not in the least questioning the expediency of these appropriations 
nor discontinuing them only temporarily, but to keep the tax rate. 
as low as possible and yet maintain the high standard of our- 
several departments. There is ‘an item of $10,260.00 now on hand’ 
which is shown as a liability in our town report and which was 
raised and assessed for purposes which for the present seems ex- 
pedient to abandon and as our surplus of cash on hand seems 
altogether too much to meet our expenses in anticapation of this 
year’s taxes, we have recommended using a portion of this which 
will leave the selectmen approximately $15,000.00 to be carried into . 
the coming year. 

It is to be regretted at this time that the legislature of two 
years ago unfortunately passed a law fixing the close of the fisca! 
school year as of August 3lst in each year thereby compelling all 
towns to provide at their next annual school meeting sufficient 
funds to cover a period of eighteen’ months. Had it not been for. 
this legislation we should have had approximately the same tax 
rate as last year. 

We would recommend that some action be taken at this meet-- 
ing in regard to the management of the municipal building, either: 
by appointing a committee or commission to regulate the amount t5 
be asked for the several offices, halls and auditorium, and to have 
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veneral supervision of the building, making an annual report to the 
selectmen, or else by one general manager as the voters may 
decide. 

The Committee voted to make the following recommendations 
for appropriations:

Detailed Explanation of Appropriations 
Recommended. 
Town Charges—$7000.00 


As we have a bonded debt of $50,000.00 for the new municipal 
building the interest on which is $2000.00 yearly and the selectmen 
request $5000.00, we would recommend that the above sum be ap- 
priated from cash now in the hands of the treasurer and no assess- 
ment be made. 


Highways and Bridges—$2760.00 

Our roads and sidewalks are in very good condition and while 
we believe in maintaining and repairing same, we would not recom- 
mend any new work being done in the present year. Two Peabody 
River bridges, one on the Shelburne road and the second bridge on 
the Glen road require replanking immediately, therefore the above 
recommendation and to authorize the selectmen to use the money 
now held as a liability for sidewalks for this purpose. 7 


Trunk Line Maintenance—$2160.00 
By raising the above amount the State agrees to put with it 
the sum of $3240.00 making a total of $5400.00 to be expended in 
repairing and maintaining our present Hast Side Trunk Line. 


Trunk Line Maintenance—$2500.00 


This is what used to be known as ‘‘State Aid’’ and was ex- 
pended on accepted state roads other than the trunk lines but the 
State Highway Department has now changed the name of these 
roads to Cross Country State Roads and ask us to raise the sum 
of $2500.00 with which they will put an equal amount making a 
total of $5,000.00 to be expended on the Lancaster road from Me: 
Leod’s Corner to the town, line. 


Street Lighting—$2100. 00 


This is the same amount as’ raised last year and we would 
recommend that this sum be appropriated and instruct the select- 
men to use money now on hand to cover this expenditure. 
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Night Watchman—$1200.00 


‘This is the same as last year and we can see no reason why 
any change should be made. 


Public Library—$900.00 
The trustees requested $1000.00 for this purpose but under 
existing circumstances it was thought best to restrict the appro- 
priation to the above amount. 
Sinking Fund—$3500.00 
This amount is required to retire our water and sewer bonds 
by 1925 at which time they become due and we would recommend 
that $2500.00 of this amount be raised and assessed and $1000.00 of 
money on hand as a liability for water system on Gorham Hill be 
used for the balance. 
. Water and Sewers—$2500.00 
The high cost of all kinds of pipe fitting as well as cost of 
installation and labor require the above amount for various repairs 
and improvements which have been heretofore recommended and 
voted and we would recommend that this sum be appropriated and 
the selectmen be authorized to use $2,500.00 of the cash on hand 
for sewers at the Cascades for this purpose.” 


Schools as Required by Law—$9168.75 
This is a legal requirement and must be raised and assessed. 


State Tax—$6520.00 


This is another fixed charge and must be raised and assessed. 


County Tax—$6325.56 


’ This is also another fixed charge by warrant from the County 
treasurer and must be raised and assessed. 


Retiring Town Notes—$3000.00 
By new legislation towns are required to retire a certain por- 
tion of their note indebtness yearly and this amount has to be paid 
this year. We recommend that $1500.00 of this amount be raised 
and assessed and that the selectmen be authorized to use $1500.00 
of the money on hand for sewers at the Cascades for the balance. 


Municipal Building—$9000.00 


It has been estimated by the building committee that this sum 
would be necessary to complete this building and we can see no 
reason why their request should not be granted. It was unfortunate 
that so many delays were encountered before the contract for this 
building was awarded but such was the case and it is believed that 
had the contracts been awarded immediately after the town meet- 
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ing, the committee would have been able to keep within the origi- 
nal appropriation. 


Public Safety Committee—$300.00 


At the request of the above committee this sum is recom- 
mended,$200.00 for the use of the committee to defray incidental 
expenses and $100.00 for a celebration on the Fourth of July. 


District Nurse —$1000.00 

After giving this matter thorough investigation so far as 
possible, we are of the opinion that a trial of a trained local nurse 
would be a blessing to the community and relieve many families 
of suffering and in co-operation with the local physicians in cases of 
emergency would be a step in the right direction. While no fixed 
prices would be established for services, each family requiring as- 
sistance could give as much or as little as their individual circum- 
stances would permit which would be turned into the town treasury 
and be applied towards the maintenance of a trained nurse and 
possibly as it became better understood it would prove a self-sus- 
taining project. The services of a trained nurse cannot be procured 
for less than $1200.00 yearly but with the anticipated returns, the 
above amount should be sufficient. There also ought to be a 
committee appointed either by the moderator or by the selectmen 
to have supervision of this work and report similar to other town 
officers. 


Band Concerts—$300.00 


Whether or not the people get value received from this appro- 
priation is a matter for themselves to determine but judging from 
past years it would seem that a great many citizens as well as out- 
siders thoroughly enjoy these concerts and they should be continued. 


There have been several matters before the committee in regard 
to which it might be well to call the attention of the voters. In the 
matter of oiling the streets, there is still an unexpended balance of 
#500.00 which is available for current purposes making an appro- 
priation unnecessary. Regarding the sprinkling of streets, it was 
thought best to eliminate this altogether for the present season at 
least it being the general impression that former experience had 
proven very unsatisfactory. 


In conclusion we might add that we have given our best con- 
sideration to the several recommendations and have worked en- 
thusiastically and harmoniously together at all times and while 
there have been differences of opinion the minority have gracefully 
aquiesced to the will of the majority. We wish to thank the several 
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departments for their hearty co-operation and assistance without 
which it would have been impossible to render even an intelligent 
report.

9. To see if the district will vote to reconsider and rescind so 
much of the vote passed at the annual meeting of 1917, as au- 
thorized and directed the District Treasurer under the direction of

Report of School Board 


To the voters and inhabitants of the School District of Gorham,,. 
New Hampshire: 


The following law was approved by the Governor April 4, 1917: 


‘‘The fiscal year of town and special school districts beginning 
February 16, 1917, shall end August 31, 1918, and thereafter the- 
fiscal and scholastic year shall end August 31, annually.’’ 


Under the provisions of this law, we cannot, at this time, 
make a complete report for the fiscal year thus provided for and, 
therefore, bring our report down to February 1, 1918, only. At the 
end of the fiscal year now provided for, viz., August 31, 1918, it 
will be necessary to submit an additional report covering the period 
between Feb. 1, and Aug. 31, 1918; and thereafter the annual 
report will necessarily be made to include the fiscal year thus. 
determined by the newly enacted statute. We, therefor, submit 
herewith the report of finances to February 1, 1918, 


It may be well to explain here that because of the change in 
the law providing that the fiscal year shall end on August 31st 
of each year, it is necessary at the annual meeting of the District 
for 1918 to raise a sufficient sum of money to carry the schools. 
along, not only to the end of the present fiscal year ending August 
31, 1918, but also to raise a sufficient further sum to earry the 
schools along through the fiscal year beginning Aug. 31, 1918, and 
ending Aug. 31, 1919; or in other words, it will be necessary to» 
raise a sufficient sum of money to carry the schools along for a 
period of about eighteen months, This will necessarily increase- 
the appropriation for the support of schools for this period prac- 
tically fifty percent. But after we have got righted around and 
settled into the new order of things, established by this new law,. 
the annual appropriations required will be, as formerly, a sufficient 
amount to carry the schools along for one year.
